UMANIMOUS. : -— 
SAMUEL BAMFORD, tn the Chair. 
Wet. That all mea are by nature equal, free, and independent. 
2d. That, whensocicty and civilization began ta be cul.ivated by mans 
the inhabitants of cities and towes found themselves too numeron§ 
g0 deliberate personally upon things Govebing the general mcerest 
aod welfare of the Sraite, whereupon they vhese men hoown fer 
their wisdom and virtee, to legislate for them in neh a manner, as 
the peonie would do were they present, aod from hence sprang 
the only rational system of government ever huown, bamely, a go- 
wernment delegated by the people. 
3d, That upon principles, such as the foregoing, was originally formed 
the English House of Comnons 3 thatto corjuoction with the art-- 
tocratical aad executive powers, the voice and will of the peome 
might be heard, and wade known, as it woald be if the wlhote of 
them were present, beforethe King and bis Nobles,

4th, Thata House of Commons, really delogated by the people, could 
not, consistently with its nature and tntent, do any thing contrary 
to the interest or the will of the people, who gave it being, and fur 
whose welfare alone it ought to exist, 


ath. That the House of Commons has long since ceased to act for the 
benefit of the people, whose servant it oOugit to be, and from whom 
it ought to cmanate. 


6th. That the Commons House is become the mere instrument of the 
Boroughmongers ; and, instead of acting as faithful stewards of the 
people’s rightsand property, has, from time to time assisted in de- 
priving them of both, by the most unjustifiable means, by the bases} 
iy pocrisy, 

Tth. That the people of England have been deprived of their ancient 
representation, by the decay of borough-, by the influence of a 
base oligarchy, by bribery, corruption, and petjury, and by the 
dishonourable servility of the generality of electors, ; 


Sih. That, thus constituted, the members of the House of Common: haye 
assisted tu carrying on unjustifiable and expensive wars ; that they 
have covered with wealth ard honour, (honour such as men like 
themselves, ure capable of conferring) persons whose claims ty 
public remuneration arise only from the zeal and ability by them 
displayed in violating every principle of humanity, and in leading 
on slaughtering crusades against the liberties and happiness of 
mankind, 

9th, That the Commons House has, contrary,to the will of the peopi> 
voted away innocnase sums Of money for the purpose of keeping wy 
in time of peace a large standing ariny, contrary to the rules aed 
regulations prescribed by our torerathers, fur the good govern 
ment of this istaud. 

{Oth. That to support this abominable system, they have exacted frei 
the people the fruits of their labour aad tidestry, and bave thereby 
plunged thousands into starvation, misery, crime, and even to 
death, 

itth. That they have laid upon us, burdens which we cannot bear, and 
which if we could, they tave no right to compel us tu bear, inus- 
much as they are imposed uponus contrary to our will, and ia wvio- 
lution of every principle of justice, 

12:b. That we are taxed from the crown of the head to the sole of the 
feet, thatin our habitatious we cannot enjoy the tisha of the sui 
without paying a tay, and that the light of the laper by night 
taxed; thatthe liquor which we drink, and the food which we 

consume are taxed, as well asthe houses in which we duell,

Sib. That in order to stifle the groans and execrations of a people sr 
oppressed, they aonihilated the personal security of every man, sas!

Lith. That in order to remove these numerouseviis, we are do termined
